Support New Civil Rights Bill 


LOS ANGELES - Senator Alan 
Cranston (D-Calif.) has already be- 
gun bis campaign in Support of the 
new clvll righits bill to stiffen en- 
forcement of laws against SeX, Trace， 
age and other forms of discrimina- 
tion which ls to be introduced in the 
Senate later this year. 

The bill，which was introduced 
in April, 1s primarlily an attempt to 
undermine the effects of the recent 
Supreme Court decision involving 
Grove Clty College in Pennsylvania， 
where the Court ruled that the gov- 
ernment could not cut off aid to the 
college even though the institution 
had falled to certify that lt did not 
discriminate on the basls of sex. 

If passed，the blll .will be the 
CIVIL Rights Act of 1984 and would 
re-establlsh the government's rlght 
to inhibit federally funded institu- 
tions from discriminating on the 


basis of sex, race, age or handlcap. 

Denouncing the Reagan admin- 
istration for favoring the coUrt de- 
cision，Cranston charged that the 
administration is now using the de-

The fullest measure of justice atthlis point ls a guilty 
yerdlct from the 12 jurors. Thelir conclusion that whbat 
Michael Nitz and Ronald Ebens did that night violated 
the rights of Vincent Chin will allay some of the fears 
that have grown about racist backlash and violence. 

再 owever， where ls the justice ftthe JuUry determines 
that the two men are not gullty”Does this mean that 
American Citizens for Justice in Detroit，Aslian Ameri- 
cans for Justice here in the Bay Area, and all the other 
groups around the country working on the case have 
falled。 

No. Justice must be seen in a broader light. In the 
US, the Jury trial ls one of the strongest tenets of the 
judicial process. Our role as Asian Americans StriVing 
for justice should be to monitor the courtroom Process 
to make Sure that jurors selected are unbiased and fair 
in their thinking, that the attorneys for both sldes effec- 
tively present all the evlidence in a fair mannen and that 
the judge hears the testtmony and conslders the evil- 
dence with an open mind. 

These things we can and should do. What we cannot 
do, however is to second-guess a 12-person Jury and the 
conclusion lt reaches In a particular case. 

What was unfair about the farst hearing in the Chin 
case was that the judge did not hear all the evidence， 
that Lily Chin was not Informed of what was happen- 
ing,， that the prosecution Was Dot there to adequately 
represent the interests of the“people” and that the 
judge falled to treat these two White killers in a way 
Slimllar to other persons accused of murder. 

What justice wlll be, then, is a full and open hearing 
on the civll rlghts violations of Vincent Chin. 了 o thils 
end, the volunteers in Detrolit who are monitoring the 
case for all of us must be commended.

“If we fnd out that physical 
activity can protect Us，then We 
need to be more physically active，” 
She sald . 

Some of the possible factors that 
increase the rlsKk of certaln diseases 
are more easily modifhed than others， 
admitted Wu， 

Diet, for instance，1Ss“easier to 
change” and the study hopes to 
make conclusions about prevention . 
Wu pointed out that about 30% of 
all cancers can be prevented by diet 
alone. 

She and the other Project lead-

SEATTLE - Extolled by one 
local paper as“better than Tut2 the 
current exhibltion in Seattle oftradi- 
tional Chinese crafts，sScience and 
technology has already attracted ca- 
pacity crowds and caused the Pa- 
cifc Science Center to extend its 
hours to accommodate the large 
Viewer demand . 

Organlzed and developed 
through the Chinese Association of 
Science and Technology，the dis- 
play includes over 300 artifacts and 
18 artisans from China represent- 
jing a wide range of innovations in 
areas SUch as astronomy, mechanics， 
bronze casting, silk weaving, Paper- 
making and Printing，architecture 
and many others. 

ARTISANS 

The artisans，a few of whom 
have accompanlied the exhibit since 
its inception and first showing in 
Oritario, Canada, demonstrate their 
Skills and crafts throughout the day， 
giVing ViewWers a_ chance to see how 
paper is made，how Silk brocade 
1S WoOVen，how bronze statues are 
made，and how Chinese bulldings 
are constructed : 

Through volunteer “explainers》” 
Some of whom are bilingual，vlew- 
ers learn not only about the craft 
itself，bnut also something of the 


artisans and their lives back home 
in China, noted Pam Dorrance, pub- 
lic relations SuperVisor for the ex- 
hibit,“China: 7.000 Years of Dis- 
COVery.” 

“One of the hardest things for 
the artisans toO get Used to2” said 
Dorrance,“ls the people staring at 
them whbile they work. They?re ac- 
customed to long hard days, but are 
not Used to having someone stare at 
tbhem all day without seeming to 
makeany progress [on their craft]2” 

Yet the constant watching of 
curlious and awed viewers has not 
daunted the Chinese artisans much. 
All day，throughout the different 
Sections of the exhibit，at least one 
person ls in each foor section dem- 
onstrating Skills，whether weaving， 
embroidering, kite making or batik- 
ing. 

SHAPING 

In the catalogue accompanying 
the exhibit，Unlversity of Pennsyl- 
vanla professor Nathan Sivin noted， 
“Citizenis of China and people of 
Chinese descent have had a hand in 
shaplingievery field of 20th century 
Sclence and technology.” 

He cites as a few examples the 
development of astronomy and 
long-time record-keeping by the 
Chinese courts，including the dis- 
covery of Halley's comet almost 
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2;000 years before Halley. 


According to 17th-century Eng- 
lish sclientist Sir Francis Bacon， 
three Chinese inventions would re- 
sult in “innumerable discoveries in 
other areas，and no _ matter What 
empire, rellglon OFr constellation or 
human affair no human infuence 
will be as great as that of the dis- 
covery of these mechanisms2 Bacon 
Was referring to printing，gun- 
powdem and the compass. 

EXPERIENCE 

The exhibit allows viewers to 
experlence much of what has come 
about because of the discovery of 
those three mechanisms, 

With printing, for instance, went 
the development of paper. Until that 
time，Ppeople had to rely on bulky 
items on Which to record history and 
knowledge 一 bones, sticks. 

再 owever，when paper was in- 
Vented through the mixing of fibers 
and water and some type of muci- 
lage，the process of transferring 
knowledge became more accessible 
and less expensivVe. 

The artisan in this section dem- 
onstrates the art of papermaking， 
Using bamboo fbers which are 
mashed into a pulp and mixed in 
the traditional way. The papers he 
creates are then Used by artisans in 
the printing，calligraphy and seal 
printing displays，informed Dor- 
Iance. 

She also told 尼 cst/West“Ibs a 
deceptively simple process;but peo- 

Ple will stand there for hours just 
Watching.” 

Another artisan painstakingly 
made inkprints，brushing different 
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The world's first selsmograph, invented in 132 A.D.，consisted of a 
closed bronze Urn with a pendulum inside. On the outslide were eight 
dragons holding balls in their jaws. When the pendulum tilted (with the 
Imovement of the earth), the dragon's jaws opened to drop the ball into 


the mouth of the frog below. 


Small parts of the block with ink and 
pressing the handmade paper on 
top. The more times she inked a 
particular area，the darker 1t be- 
came. 

The process was Slow and Pro- 
duced only small changes in the 
Print, but resulted in afinal product 
that reflected the care Used in creat- 
ing the subtie differences of light， 
medium and dark ink shades.

One of the models，whalich took 
two men oOVer two years to design 
and build, sold to a Viewer for Over 
$30;000，sald one Chinese woman 
at the exhiblt. 

Nests of corbel brackets topping 
columns gave the bulildings in China 
much 8fexibility to give in times of 
earthquakes，but provided enough 
Strength to prevent collapse. 

Dorrance then Proceeded to 
shake one corbel joint model vigor- 
ously without causing any damage 
to the structure. Other Viewers tried 
their hands on it and expressed 
amazement at the structure's ability 
to withstand ground movement.

Another one of the folk arts 
exhibited at the festival was silver- 
smithing, as demonstrated by Chiem 
Sing Saephan,，a member of the JIu 
Mien mountain tribe from Laos， 
Saephan was a farmer，blacksmith 
and silversmith in his native coun- 
try. He came to the US in 1980. 

APPRENTICE 

He learned smithing as an ap- 
Prentice to his brother when only 
16.， JIn the US，he found it im- 
possible to practice his craft at first 
because liron farm tools are not in 
demand in an Urban environment. 

Silversmithing，however，has 
provided Saephan with a chance to 
continue traditional crafts and his 
work. And while the cost of silver ls 
high, there ls a growing interest in 
folk art. 

Jn the Iu Mien life, silver is used 
in religlous rituals and costumes. 
Bracelets are exchanged at wed- 
dings, for instance, and Spirits are

A hollowed log fitted with a metal 
plpe and plunger to force air into 
the fire melts the chunks. 


Sjlver liquid poured into a small
